CRACK TWO-YEAR-OLDS IN ENGLAND. 



Two American Colts Considered in the First Flight 
of Juveniles of Present Season. 



The youngsters of the English turf noininalixl to 
do hnltle in the big classics of next year have all 
gone into winter quarters and Die critics have to 
wait till next April to see which of the forcmis* 
brigade will have made the most iuiproveiuent. Of 
the ;{54 .voiingsters originally entered for the Derby 
about 250 have lieeii seen larryiiig silk during the 
season, and they have shown all sorts of form. 
Generally the top sawyers are rated around 130 
(Kiuiids and they are from lliat down to 75 pounds, 
the biggest section being not even as good as the 
ordinary .selling plater. Sometimes it haiqieiis that 
an obscure auiuial as a two-year-old will develop 
into the leading division in his three-year-old year, 
hut the eases have lx*en rare, for as a general rule 
the colt or filly that figures well among the Ixjtter 
class as a Iwo-.vear-old will maintain the form in 
after life. •There are exceptions of note here, too. 
as can be instanced in the great colt Bayardo, which 
as a two year-old swept everything before him and 
which finished no better than fifth in the Derby. 

For a number of years past .American owners 
abroad and the partisans of American horsellesh at 
home have jollied themselves on the probabilities of 
victory, the belief each year being based mostly on 
foolish theories and wild niuiors. Usually a couple 
<if weeks Ix-fore the lierhy, or about the middle of 
May, trom some unknown source a report would 
siiread here of some American colt burning up the 
grass with siH'ed on the Newmarket Heath and ho,v 
the English trainers were in dismay with defeat 
staring them in the face. An example of the yearly 
fiasco was Sir Martin, which supposedly had the 
Blue Riliiind at his mercy, and the rumors were so 
strong that he carried a lot of American nione.v 
when he went to the post. How he came a cropper 
at Tutlenhani Corner is well known, and once more 
the hopes of an out and out Y’aukee-bred animal 
winning the coveted race were dashed to the ground. 
It is singular that next year when there Is a eham-e 
of the race being won by an American colt nothing 
has lx*en so far said alxiiit it, for the chances now 
of an American success are brighter than any winter 
since Iroipiois did the trick. 

Two Aiiiericau colts figure in the front rank, and 
the iH’st of it is that they have earned their place 
by actual work and not by theory or guesses on the 
part of any experts on this side of the water. They 
have been classed liy English handicaiipers. 'The 
colts are Sweeixir II., by Broomstick — Itavello II.. 
owned by H. B. Duiyca, ami Cataract, by Ben Brush 
— Running Stream. Of the two Sweeper 11. has the 
best credeiiDiils, as he has been rated at 128 pounds, 
while the allotment to Cataract is 126, or the bur 
den the colts are asked to carry In the Derb.v. 

Sweeper II. is Fratico-Aiuericiin bred, but was de- 
hari-ed hy some infoniiality from competing in the 
French races, and he was sent to England. He 
made his debut at Ascot, and though he was poorly 
steenxi by the Aiiiericau jockey Reid he managed to 
give a half length lieating to a first rate colt named 
Jaeger. The next apiiearaiice of Sweeix*r II. was at 
Newmarket, where he was ridden hy Miiusse, hut the 
colt showed that he was more or less on the leather- 
mouthed order, for he ran wide in spite of the 
jockey"s efforts. Ills opponents that! day were 
White Star, a brollier to Suustar, this year’s Derby 
wiiuier, and the smart .Vmericaii filly Melody. The 
pair steered a much stralghtcr course and came home 
two lengths ahead of Sweeiier II., but It was the 
opinion that he should have won hud he kept nearer 
to the otlievs. White Star h.ad a neck the better 
of -Mehnly and was giving her an allowance of throe 
lion nils. 

At Goodwoo<l Sweeper II. was pulled out again, 
and Stern, who knew more about his methods than 
the other j.R'keys, had the leg up on him. He had 
the luck to he placed between two others ami 
steered a straight coiir.se. Although he gave Char- 
iiiiaii. Lord Kusehery’s crack filly, three pounds the 
son of Broomstick won hy a neck. Daiiu.v Maher 
rule C^haruiiuii and at one time looked dangerous, 
hut Stern was master of the situation when it 
line to the last furlong. Mehxly, which was in re- 
ceipt of the sex allowance, was third, about a length 
behind the Ro.sehery caiidiilate. By far the best 
showing made hy .Sweeper II. was In the Middle 
Dark I'late, where he split Absurd and White Star, 
these two lieiiig owned by J. B. Joel. The verdict 
was that Absurd won hy three leugths from .Sweep- 
er II., while a length and a half away was White 
Star. The first and second carried 126 pounds and 
the third 129. The report had it that AVhlte Star 
was crossed at the start, but the opinion was that 
what he lost there was less than the difference at 
the finish, and bj' winning Absurd proved himself 
the iRst two-year-old of the season. “ 

Absurd, although he Is in the Two Thousand 
Gniueus. is not in the Derby or St. Legcr, and Mr. 
Joel will have to rely on White Star, which has a 
iioiniiiatioii in all the classics. Both colts are classed 
at 13.". pounds, which is the high water mark this 
lime. Earlier in the season White Star, which will 
no doubt be the winter favorite for the Derby, was 
Ix-aleu by au erratic coll named Jingling Geordie. 
iml owned hy James Biicluuiun. A slight attack of 
sickness prevented the latter animal from meeting 
any of the young hues in the prominent nurseries, 
and for a while there was an Idea that he was the 
bc'st of the season. He was not ready for the Mid;!le 
Fark I’late, but was saddled for the Dewhurst Plate, 
the last big nursery of the .vear. White Star was 
the favorite and he carried 131 pounds, while Jin 
gliiig Geordie had two pounds less. The Joel entry 
led fr lUi the start, while Jingling Geordie was last, 
hut ill favor of the latter It must be said that he 
lost some ground at the start. Though White Star 
left no doubts alxiut bis superiority, there are those 
who think that Jingling Geordie has the most qual- 
it.v and that some day when he runs true he nia.v 
surpri.se the world. Another fine colt placed in the 
same mark as Jixil’s pair Is Lomond, by Desmond — 
Lowland .\ggie, ami the property of .Mr. E. Hutton. 
Ixird Falmouth’s chestnut filly Bellelsle wou some 
fine races and is ratcnl three pounds below the top- 
iiotchers. 

Among the two-year-olds the great sensation of 
the season was created by a chestnut colt named 
Corluyder, owned by Major Eustace Loder, and & 
half-brother to the famous Pretty Polly. He made 
his bow to the public in the Great Sapling Plate at 
Saiidowii the last week in October and was so little 
fancied that be went to the post at the long price 
of UK) to 1. Absurd was in the race and was the 
I'avurite at 1(K) to 12 on. There was some comment 
made when Percy Purcell Gilpin, the trainer of 
Ooriuuder, was seen to go up to the ring and place 
two sovereigns on Pretty Polly’s relative. It was 
too long odds for any sensible man to let slip, he re 
marked, and especially when the trainer knew that 
the colt could move a bit. Some of the stable 
hands, too. were seen slipping on their shillings, but 
the wise brigade said that although Coriander was in 
receipt of seventeen ixiimds Absurd was good enough 
to throw that much away and win. In all the races 
which Absurd won he darted off at the start and 
nothing had a chance with him afterward. That 
time it was Coriander who dashed away at the start 
and n.ade the pace a cracker. A furlong from home 
Wootloii, who had the job on Absurd, called on him 
for a spurt and by a sheer effort he pulled alongside 
the leailer, hut Walter Griggs took a pull at the big 
chestnut, which answered by drawing out and wiu- 
iiiiig hy a length. 

In the paddock Coriander was all the attraction, 
the opinion being that Lucky Lcxler, as the Major ts 
called, had a promising candidate for the Derby. Au 
accident to Coriander's hock prevented him from be- 
ing broken till lute in the spring else he would have 
lieeii seen out ofteiier. 8i>on afterward Coriander 
was lx*ateii at even weights by Charmian, and on 
this ami other lieateii ones Vigilant has the following 
to say: 

".Vmoiig two-year-olds that have nm at New- 
market this week it is hy no means certain that 
we (lid not see one or more of the best among th(“ 
non-winners. For example, there is probably a great 
future in store for Coriander, the big, gixxl-lcxiking 
half lirolher to Pretty Polly, which may perhaps 
have heeii asked to do a little too iinieli when 
brought out so soon after his Sundown race to 
take on a smart filly like Chaniiiuii. Whether his 
forelegs are under suspicion or not 1 do not know, 
for the tiamiages prevent any .sort of insiK'ction of 
them, lint 1 should think these bandages are only 
hy way of preeanlion. for Coriander is a heavy ish 
(•(lit that was not broken until Jamuiry this year 
ami no doubt the long season of drought was all 
against him. lie had only just begun to really eoine 
to ha'iii when he ran ami won at Sandowii Park last 
week. Tliongli beaten hy Chariiiian lie was by 
no ii'eans disgraei <1, for lie struggled on gamely 
when in dillicnlties. and his two-year-old form Is 
already Ixdter than that of his sire, SiK'armint. 

".tnotlier Ix'alen e<dl whieli will see a iniieli Ixdter 
day is M. Xeols. wliieli failed hy a head only to 
will Die .Maiden I’late on Weiliiesday. Ciiriously 
enoiigh I see Mr. Richards handieap|>ed Tidal Wave 
to give St. N(‘ots one ixmiid. Now Tidal Wave is 
by no means at the top of the tree, hut St. Neots 
is hilt rid'eiitly cle.tr of the eonghing epidemic, and 
he is, moreover, a big, rather haekwaril colt, some- 
what awkward in his action and very di’licidt to 
halanee down a hill. I'nless 1 am mistaken it was 
this latter ixilnt which proved his undoing on 
Wednesdav, for Tidal AVave ilislhictly slipped him 
as they got into the dip. but St. Nwits tlirongle.iu 
the last furlong ran on with iintliiiehiiig det(;rinina- 
tion and siaiiiina uinler full pressure, ami iiisK'ad 
of being tieaien a hdigtli nr more, as at one time 
seeiiK'd likely, got to his adversary’s head lx.'fore 
they passed 'the pest. 

’’Tidal Wave is a remarkaldj' flue colt, hut I do 
not tliink lie will ever again heat SI. Neots. which 
is probably Die best I.singhiss colt we have s«‘en 
since John o’ Gaunt. IDs dani. St. Neophyte, liy 
St. Simon, out of Neenah. li.v York. Inis already 
gained distinction Diroiigli IxT <diler son, Bonilm, 
winner of the .Ascot Cup. and as I wrote more than 
ouce lubt year, it was really astouiahiug that uo one 



would hu.v St. Neots at a rensonabli' reserve when 
he came up anioiig the Worksop yearlings at Don- 
caster last year. Sir John Robinson sulisequently 
leased bini to Ixird Ixmsilale, for whom he will 
assuredly win high class races. He had sligliD.v 
injured one of his hocks when offered for sale as a 
yearling, and that was the excuse Imyers made for 
not taking him. but it . was a groundless excuse, as 
events have already firoved. 

“.Another lieateii two-year old about which I can- 
not write in terms of cnloginni is t’ylgad. which 
failed ahsolnlely on his merits to get nearer Dian 
third for Die Dewhiir^t Plate. Tliis time he ran 
home without bumping or crossing any of liis 0 |q>o- 
iienls. and it was pcrfi'Ctly clear that Wliite Star 
is fully seven ixiiinds his superior. I bad exixjcted 
lx.‘1t#r things of Cylgad, for I know Brewi'r has a 
high opinion of him ami he hxiks gixxl enough to 
win a ix-rliy. That we have never y*d seen Die 
tx'st of him is proliahle eiiongli. hut he ran on 
Thursday as if he could not get seven furlongs.’’ 



PLANNING BREEDING BUREAU WORK. 



Joseph A. Murphy in Consultation with Federal 
Officials Upon Important Project. 

St. Louis. .AIo., November 14. — Jo.seph -A. Murphy, 
general manager of the Universal Exixisition. who 
returned a few day.s ago from AA’ashington, where he 
was in conference with Government olticials in the 
interest of an aiiproiiriation of $l()o,tHK"l. which Con- 
gr -ss is to lx* asked to make next winter for the 
esuibiisliinciit of breeding stations to provide re- 
mounts for the army, has sent to Sjieaker Champ 
Clark, at Bowling Green. Mo., au outline of the plan. 

'I’he plan is to divide Die country into four hrixxl- 
ing districts, to lie known as the New England, Cen- 
tral, N'orthwesierii ami Southwestern districts, and 
it is hoped to have St. Louis made the distributing 
IKiiiit for the entire west. Tins would result in a 
great niimlxT of high-class stallions Ixiiiig on exhibi- 
tion at the exposition, where tlioiisanUs would sec 
Diem and the piirixises of the bureau Ixi (irom-ated. 

The plans liave been tentatively worked out tiy 
Mr. Murphy and George M. Rommel. Chief of the 
Animal Husbandry Division of the Department ot 
-Agriculture in AVashington. AA’hile in Washington 
.Mr. .Murphy t<x>k the matter up with Ijiiartermastei- 
General Aylshire. He introduced Mr. Murphy to 
Colonel Stanley of his department and the inatt(;r 
was gone over in detail. 

“The War Di'partment,’’ say.s Mr. Muriihy. “litis 
already called (in the Department of Agriculture for 
aid. Under the present laws none of the money ap- 
proiirlati'd for the War Department for remounts 
can he used for br(‘ediiig purposes, and as the Agri- 
cultural Ibqiartment has no ii|i|iropriation for the 
piiriMise Congress is to be asked for a special uppro- 
liriatiou of $U)fl,iKK) a year. 

“The supply of liorses suitable for remounts is be- 
coming more and more limited, and the present linii- 
tati.ans ar(> sneh that the country would find it im 
[lossihle to remount its army frnin its own resources 
ill lime of war, and is rapidly reaching- a ixiiiit 
where the iu>ed('d supply of siiitahle remounts for 
Die (irescnt strengtli of I lie. army would be cxtseinely 
ditlinilt to obtain, if obtainable at all. 

“.Angiist Relmoiit has already donated to the Gov- 
ermuciit fixir niagniticent siallions. whieli include 
the splendid Henry of Navarre and Oclugon. 

“if Congn-ss shows the proixn- interest In the mat- 
ter. I piMpose to call a meeting of horsemen of all 
classes at some central (loiiit for the purpose of or- 
ganizing an nssix-iation to be known as the NatioPiil 
Breeding Association of -Army Remounts, which will 
hav(> ini ‘11 of national prominence a.s its officers. 

“This ussoeiutioii will not only (xi-opcrate .actively 
witli the Government. Init will appeal to the patriot- 
ism of the bett(‘r class of horsemen and ask for 
donations of liigli-class siallions that will put the 
Rretxling Bureau at once on a pretentions basis. 

“I’hese stallions will be distributed necordiiig to 
the possibilities of the various states. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture recognizes Missouri as one of the 
great horse states of the Union, ami is tnirticiilarly 
anxious to liave tlie Imrcuii well represented herts 
instead of placing these stallions at iiernianeiit 
points, they will he gathered at some central ixiigt 
and distributed during, the breeding season in care 
of a Goveriuneiit employe to the horse counties of 
the various states. 

“Service to apiiroved mares of the farmers will lx: 
fnx-. and tlio Government will hold a lien on the 
prodiieo at three years old at a miuiuiuiii iw’ice of 
$150.”

fi'cs anil sales, and at the time of his death some 
J2tifi,000 st'jod to the credit of his .late Maj«‘8ty’s 
jieeoniit with Messrs. Wuatherhy. 'ihese must ta> 
admitted remarkable figures, and furnish one of the 
very rare instances which show that the stud iiaid 
for itself. Marsh’s record in the service of King 
Edward is, indeed, one of which to he proud, and 
Egertou Hi>use is crowd*Hl with gifts commemorative 
of the various victories achieved in tlic Uo.val col- 
ors. Notable among these triumphs were the Two 
’Thousand Guineas, the Derby, and the St. Lcger 
won by Diamond .Iiihilee, who later on was sold for 
30.IKNI guineas to go to the Argentine: the Derb.v, 
Kt. Leger, and the Ascot Gidd Ciii> won b.v Per- 
mission; the line 'Thousand Guineas won hy Thais; 
and the Two Tlioiisand Guineas and the Derby won 
hy Minoru, who was leased for his racing cari'cr 
from Mr. AV. Hall Walker, who bred the son of 
Cyilene and .Mother Siegel at tl'.e 'Dilly Stud in Ire- 
land. To these must be added the Eclipse Stakes 
at Sanilown Park, won each by Persimmon and Dia- 
mond Jutdiee, of which the great horse first named 
also annexed the Jockey Club Stakes, and inci- 
dentally mention may be made of a fourth Dorh.y 
hero trained by Marsh in Jeddah for Mr. J. W. 
Larnaeh. and another Two 'Tlioiisand Guineas win- 
ner for Jlr. Arthur James in Gorges.

In the clrcuinstjHiccs, therefore, 
the few horses available have done pretty well, 
among the winners having been Dorando.

COLOR AND RACING ABILITY. 

During tlie recent meeting of the British Asso- 
eiation for the Advanremciit of Science, hold at 
Portsmouth, an interesting point was raised li.v (’. 
C. Hurst in a paper read to the .Agricultural Sec- 
tion. It occurred in dealing with the sivtijecl of 
tho application of genetics to hi>rse breeding. White 
admitting tliat In general coat color and racing 
power do not seem to l>car an.v .sort of relationship 
to one another, being apparently Inlieritcd quite 
independentl.v, he said that on the other hand evi- 
dence is gradually accnnuilating which suggests, 
that in certain strains there is a partial i-oiipling 
of coat etdor and racing power. “For inst ince.’’ 
said Mr. Iliirst, “the famous St. Simon was a 
homez.vgoiis hay that never threw a chestnut. On 
the other l:and, five of liis most distinguished sons, 
I’ersimniou. Diamond .luhilee. Florizel II.. St. Friis- 
qiiiii and M’illiam III., were all heterozygous ha.vs 
and lirowns that threw chestnuts. These chestnut 
grandchildren of St. Simon have so far proved 
tliemselvos to lie niin-h inferior in racing power to 
their ba.v and l);owii brothers and sisters. Thus, 
while these <-heKtiuits tiad between lliem onl.v won 
two important races, their ba.v and brown brothers 
and sisters had lietween them won fifteen iiiiportaat 
races, and were onl.v nlioiit twice as numerous. 

“Another interesting ]>oint under investigation is 
apparent partial tripling of brown coat color, high 
racing power and female sex in St. Simon’s own off- 
spring. St. Simon’s brown tillii-s proved themselves 
to be strikingly superior in racing iiower to tho 
I'a.v fillies, the brown colts, and even to the I>ay 
colts, a few individuals of which were cxlranrdi- 
iiaril.v goi>d. This is tho more reiiiarkahlc when wo 
consider that In racing, colts have many advantages 
over fillies. It seems iiossible that the oliieidatinii 
of such an apparently trivial thirg as coat color may 
help to throw light on the more coni|»Iicalod ques- 
tion of the breeding of a classic winner. ’’
